The government printing office is 
now in fact, as well as in name, an 
open shop. The t*) printers who were 
expelled from the union for failure to 
pay their assessment to continue the 
strike for an eight-hour ilay were rein- 
stated and the union will probably make 
no effort to have them dismissed from 
the prmtery, because several years ago 
they leumed that President Roosevelt 
would not tolerato such a thing. It will 
bo recalled that W. A. Miller, an as- 
sistant foreman, was dropped from the 
printing office force tiecause he had 
been cupelled from the union. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt ordered his reinstate- 
ment on the ground that membership 
in a labor organisation did not necessa- 
rily constitute an essential of the qual 
ideation for employment in any branch 
of the Federal service. In other words, 
he announced that the policy of the 
"open shop" would prevail while he 
was president. The affair has created 
quite a sensation in governmental and 
labor circles. Some of the GOU union 
men employed in the printing office fa- 
vored a strike if the nonunionists, as 
the Ml men now are classed, were re- 
tained, but this proposition was frown- 
ed down by the majority. Labor un- 
ions are not so strong anywhere as they 
were, and not near strong enough in 
Washington to go up against the presi- 
dent.
